NEW YORK, Jan. 17.-- The state of
mind of the speculators today was that of
extreme nervousness. The cloud of distrust
was somewhat dispersed during the course
of tho day und prices, were laboriously lifted
to ii level above last night, but uneasiness
recurred In the late dealings and tho mar- -
aei ciosen witn urgent selling in force ami
with violent nnd disorderly breaks In n
number of Important stocks.

The excessive confusion of the price
movement dtirlnir the enrlv nart of tho dav
served to put speculators long of stock In.
ii mine or iiewiiuernieni. lucre was uoui
and powerful manipulation used to support
prices nnd to dissuade holders from selling.
Tho extreme dullnecs Into which the mar-
ket fell after tho early selling movement
had been checked was proof of tho suc-
cess achieved by this maneuver, but when
It began to nppear that the marking up
of prices had been simply for the purpose of
nffordlng n market to realize on the pres-
sure to sell becamo urgent nguln, lending
to the final break In prices, The price
movement was so Irregular and mixed ut
nil times ns to defy any closo analysis.

The opening weakness was most mnrked
In the steel group and the conditions among
the grcnt steel corporations continued to
exnlto grave uneasiness during tho session.
